Death of the Judge of the Wisconsia Su- 
preme Court. 


MILWAUKEE, October 19.—Edward G. Ryan, 
Chicf Justice ot the Wisconsin Suvreme Court, 
died at his home in Madison this 
morning, in his seventieth year. 
Judge Rvan was born at New- 
eastie House, County Meath, Ireland, 
November13, 1810. lie was educated at 
Clingones Woods College and came to this 
veuntiy in 1830. Hewas admitted to the bar 
in New York in 1836, and, came West 
the same year. He was Prosecuting 
Attérney for the Chicago Circuit in 1840, and 
wes a member cf the first Constitutional Con- 
vention of Wisconsin in 1840 ana was appoint- 
ed Chief Justice of the Wisconsin 
Supreme Cc urt in 1574. Justice Ryan hada 
wide acquaintance and a national reputation 
for his oratorical powers and judicial decis- 
ions.

Another ‘‘Missing Link.’’ 
From the St. James’ Gazette. 

Professor Owen’s researches among the 
South African fossils bave jast brought to 
light another of those curious connecting links 
between widely different classes of animals 
which the theory of evolution has led us to 
expect, and which the diligence of fossil- 
hunters has now made familiar. Already we 
have grown accustomed to hear of birds with 
lizard-jike tails or with teeth in their jaws, 
of saurians with wings,and of horses with 
three toes. But Professor Owena’s new spe- 
cies is one Of stall deeper interest, because it 
he}ps us to bridge over the gap between the 
mammals andthe cold-b'ooded vertebrates. 
Que bv one the guifs which separated fisb, 
amphibian, reptile and bird have been filled 
up: and now the Jast of them between rep- 
tile and mammal seemsina fair way to pe 
filled up in itsturn by these South African 
remains. The fossil boces in question are 
those of an extinct reptile Which in some 
points of its skeleton offers an analogy to the 
orpitborhyncbus, or duck-mole of Australia 
—jthe creature familiurly known as ‘‘the 
beast with a bill.’? The duck-mole probably 
possesses more aliases than any other living 
animal: butits recognized scientific title has 
been finaliy settled as platypus; and Profes- 
sor Owen has accordingly bestowed upon the 
South African form tbe formidable name of 
platypodosaurus, which sums uD its main 
characteristics ina nutshell. Itis, ind@act, a 
lizard-like reptile with a tendency toward 
vertain low types of mammatian structure. 

To estimate the real valoe of the newly dis- 
covered creature, and the light which it casts 
upon the bistory of evolution, we must re- 
member what are the peculiarities of the 
living cuck-mole itself. Ltis, indeed, with 


‘its first cousin, the echidna, one of those re- 


markable surviving types which occasionally 
enable us, even in our living world, to span 


“the apparent gulf between highly differen- 


tiated organic classes. A mammal only by 
courtesy, the duck-mole may be roughly de- 
scribed asafur-covered animal which lays 
eggs. Itis thus already not very far removed 
in the most insportant particular from the 
reptiles: while, on the other hand, it clearly 
leads us on to poucied animals, like kanga- 
roos, which bring forth their young alive, it 
is true, but still ina condition scarcely differ- 
ing from that of a chick in the egg. 

While there are still considerable gaps to 
be filled in the series atcertain points, we 
may nevertbeless say thatthe pedigree of the 
mammalia from the reptiles is now pretty 
surely made out. Among living or extinct 
forms we have, fi¢st, the primitive reptile; 
thenareptile with nascent mammalian ten- 
dencies: next, astill more mammalian but 
ovoviviparous form; tben, again, a group of 
poucbed mammals; then a few clgsely Allied 
but pouchiess mammals; and then the vari- 

fues of descent culminating in our high- 
est existing creatures. And the geological 
suecession of 9]] these forms is exactly what, 
on the theory of evolution, one would expect 


to find it. :

SHARON SUED. 


What the Widow of Ralston Would 
Like to Have. 
From the San Francisco Alta, 9th. 


Ore of the most voluminous complaints and 
one of tbe jurgestin the amounts and ioter- 
ests involved ever filed in the city courts was 
filed with tne Clerk of the Superior Court ves- 
terday, and was sntitied **Lizzie F. Ralston, 
piluintiti, azainst William Sharon and Alexan- 
under I). Sharon, defendants.’’ The suit is 
brought for an accounting, and alleges that, 
on or about the Ist of January, 1867, William 
C. Ralston, then of the city and county of San 
Francisco, but now deceased, and defendant, 
William Sharon, entered into partnership, 
under the firm name of William Sh:ron & Co., 
for the purpose of carrying on business la 
buying and selling, working and developing 
mines, andin organizing corporations, and in 
buving and selling shares of stock of corpora- 
tions, and erectirg and maintaining mil!s in 
California and Nevada for the crushing and 
reduction of mineral-bearing ore, and buying 
and seliing sbares of stock oi the Bank of Cal- 
vorpia, insurance stock, the equipping and 
opeiating of railroads and steamboats, the 
carrying on of manufacturing business and 
commerceal pursuits, acquiring real estate, 
the erection of botels and other buildings, the 
supplying of water to the inhabitants of Vir- 
vinia City, on joint account and equal division 
of protits. Plaintiff is unable to state the 
amount said Ralston and Sharon contributed 
to form a capital stock to start with, butavers 
thaton December 31, 1868, there was due 
Ralston from said firm $228,106 20 for advances 
made on account of the firm. Property of va- 
rious kinds and of aconsideravie value was 
amassed, and [talston aad Sharon continued 
to carry om business together from January 1, 
1867, until August 27,1875, when the part- 
nership was dissolved by the accidental and 
sudden death of Raiston. The complaint, 
which consists of 265 pages, proceeds to set 
forch numerous large items, amounting to 
several ani!lions of dollars, wherein the de- 
fendants are indebted to jaintill, and to trace 
and foHow the several convevances and lea! 
transfers of the property claimed to be at is- 
sue. Plaintiff petitions the court thatan ac-

ron or anyother person; of the business of 
William Sbarov & Co.; of all profits and uses 
made of stocks since August 27, 1871: of ail 
sums of money realized from piedges of 
stocks, bonds, etc., and the uses and purposes 
tbercet: that Sharun be disallowed interest on 
money »dvarced by bim on accouat of bis 
fraudulent acts; an account of the frauds per- 
peuuled by him iu obtainiog an assizament 
from plaintiff; an acceumt of the sale of per- 
socal property and dividends receiveu; that 
ithe release signed by plaiutill’s attornevs on 
October 6, 1876, be decreed a frand; that A. 
Ll). Sharon hulds ec. rtain real estate in trust 
for plaintiff; that plaintiff is toe beneticiary of 
the trust ex+cuteu by W.C. Ralston tor Wil- 
dium Sharon; that Staron deliver to plaintitf 
one-half of certain waier and gas stocks: that 
Sheron pav into court what money he bas be- 
longing 10 Sharon & Co.: that he set forth a 
schedule of all books, papers, writings or se- 
cret ciphers, with key thereto, relating to the 
matters aforesaid, and to depos the same in 
court, and that be mav account for such as 
are not in bis possession. 


The Terrible Octopus.

The ferocity of the ectopus is undeniable: 
but coubt bas hitherto been cast on the old 
s'ories which represent this unpleasant crea- 
ture as being in the habit of seizing and 
swamping boats. It is admitted by scientitic 
naturalists that the hideous thing, known to 
the ancient world as the polypus, and to 
modern boatmen as the cuttlefish er squid, 
attuins toa portentous§ size and strength in 
the warmer seas, and is very powerful and 
even dangerous. Its voracity and the pe- 
culiar violence with which it attacks and 
rends its prey are well known to those per- 
sons who bave seen it, weakened by captivity, 
and rendered less eagerly ravenous by the 
abundance of food ready to its thousand 
hands. Tospeak bythe card, these number 
0 in all, and are rather to be ealled 
fingers than hands. But what fingers! 
Each is a powerful sucker that 
expands and contracts with rapid 
and ever-cbangeful motio&., and there are 
one Hundred and twenty of them to each of 
the eight long. writbing, restless arms. With 
eyes fixed on its adversary, and with parrot- 
like beak advanced for the encounter, this 
most unsightly of all living things inspires 
awe by its loatbliness not less than by its ace 
tual powerto barm. That it willturn and 
fasten upon a human being, if angered or 
menaced with capture, is a well established 
fact; and arecent occurrence reported from 
Adelaide goes far to revive the old story that 
a polypus will venture on attacking the hull! 
ofaboat. <A telegram from Port Elliot, pub- 
lished in the South Astralian papers, states 
that onjthe 20th of August last **Trooper 
Bruce and a man named Edward were out in 
tbe bay near Lipson’s Island. examining a 
piece of wreckage, when their boat was en- 
circled by the tentacles of a large octopus and 
pulled over till it was nearly half full of wa- 
ter, and in great danger of being swamped. 
The cceuparts escaped with the utmost dif- 
houlty. 


Killed by It Tidings.

Two weeks ago Adrien Cauzac, a French- 
man, applied at the Mercer street station 
house for shelter for bimself, his wife and 
three children, who, he claimed, were utterly 
destitute. Tbe request was granted, and 
Roundsman Dougherty iuterested bimself in 
Cauzaec’s behalf. A collection was made 
among the members of the police force of the 
district and sufticient funds were raised to 
procure focd for tne starving family. Cauzac 
was a pastry cook, and employment was sub- 
sequently procured forhim ina Broadway 
restaurant. Things passed pleasantly with 
the poor Frenchman until about three days 
ago, when a potice oflicer’s wife wrongly in- 
formed Mrs. Cauzac that the police were go- 
ing to get her husband from his place at the 
restaurant. When Cauzac returned from 
work he was told what the police officer’s 
wife had said. The news wastoo much for 
the cook, for he staggered and fell uncon- 
scious to the floor. An ambulance was pro- 
cured and Cauzac was removedto the New 
York hospital, where he expired yesterday. 
A post mortem examination showed that the 
man’s death had resulted from apoplexy, 
which the surgeons suppose was produced by 
mental excitement. :

of Capt. J. East, R. N., arrived at the group 
on March 3 last and found them to consist of 
six islands. A landing was first effected on 
Hog Island. The summit of this island is. 
alw ays covered withsnow. It is 2,000 feet 
high and bas anumber of small peaks, the 
western side being precipitous and the east- 
ern side sloping down to the sea. Landing 
is difficult at most times and can only be ef- 
fected from the northeast point of the island. 
Careful cbeervation of the position of the 
island placed it thirteen miles northwest of 
the position given originally on the authority 
of Lieutenant Fournier, of the French Navy, 
in 1838, viz., in latitude 46 deg. 6 min. 10 sec. 
S., longitude 50 deg. 16 min, 5sec. E. About 
naif amile north ofthe landing place men- 
tioned the Comus anchored in twelve fathoms 
of -water and found geod  hold- 
ing ground, the. anchorage, more- 
over, being said to be a safe oue in all prevail- 
irg winds. Provisions for the use of ship- 
wiecked persons were landed and a depot 
was formed inacove. Hog Island i3 report- 
ed to be swarming with sea elephants, seals, 
rabbits, ducks, teal, albatross, penguin and 
otber birds. To shipwrecked people the skin 
of the sea elephant would form a good cover- 
ing, and the tongues, fius and kidneys of these 
enormous animals are excellent food. Fresh 
water isabundant. Hog Island isseldom vis- 
ited; there were no signs of any people hav- 
ing been there since the pilot of the Comus, a 
mab named Berjamin Miller, left the place 
ten years before. Apostles Islands are twoin 
number, with severai outlying pinnacle rocks. 
’pe northeast isiand is the largest and is 
about 850 fc.et bigh in its northeast point. 
There are one or two spots where landing 
cin be effected with difficulty when the water 
is smooth. It wes on these islands 
tat the wreck of the Strathmore took place 
on the 1st of July, 1857, when the survivors of 
the passengers and crew, forty-four in num- 
ber, landed onthe northeast island and re- 
mained, enduring privations, until the 21st 
of January, 1877, when they were rescued by 
an American whaler. All the Strathmore’s 
boats were lost after the landing on the island 
had been made, and the unhbavpy survivors 
of the wreck were consequently unabie to 
leave their prison ard wake advantage 
of the mere extedced resources of the neigh- 
boring islands. At the ume of the visit of 
the Comus the cairn built hy the Strathmore’s 
survivors was plainly visible. 

Penguin Islandis avout twenty-two miles 
south by west of Hog Island. It is about 
1,000 feet high. has a barren and volcanic ap- 
pearance an@ is quite inaccessible. There is 
urcck about 250 feet high off the northeast 
peint, appearing as toough it bad been cut 
off the Island. 

Possession Island, another of the group, is 
a more ho‘ pitable refuge in case of shipwreck. 
There are good anchorages and an apparently 
easy landing. A depot of provisions was 
foimed forthe use of shipwrecked persons, 
being placed in shelter hutsin the southeast 
corner of American Bay, about 100 yards from 
the shore. ‘Tbe remains of several huts used 
bv wbhaleis were fuund in American Bay, but 
these fisheries bave been abandoned, and no 
one had apparently leunded during a period of 
some years. The beaches swarmed with sea 
elepbants, afew ducks were shot and guinea 
fowl were seen. 

East Island is about 4,000 feet high and 
always covered with snow. The shores are 
steep, and numerous waterfalls (some of 
considerable volume) fail over the cliffs into 
the sea. Ruined whalers’ huts were visiole 
on this island. 

In concluding this report Capt. Est rec- 
ommends that in the event of snipwreck ia 
the vicinity of these islands the boats should 
immediately make either for the east sides of 
Hog or Possession Island or for the north 
side of East Island,woere they may find land- 
ing ard bienty of food.

hiilled by Corned Bee. 
From the London News. 

Yesterday, the 4tb of October, Mr. Georze 
Coliier, the Deputy Corcner for East Middle- 
sex, heid an inquirv at the Wades Arms, 
Jeretaivb street, Poplar, relative to the 
death of Jane Gibson, aged ten years, which 
arose under the following circumstances: 
Mary Anp Gibson, residing at No. 27 Manil- 
ja street, Millwall, wife ofa fireman, stated 
thatthe deceased was her daughter. On 
Friday last she sent the deceased and an el: 
der sister to a shop for a quarter ofa pound 
of corned beef, which they procured. Wit- 
ness, ber husband and three of their chil- 
dren partook of the corned beef, and on the 
following day deceased complained of pains 
in her bead and chest, which she attributed 
tothe meat. All the family were affected by 
the beef, but the deceased became worse and 
expired on Sunday morning last. In answer 
to questions put by the jury, the witness said 
that she and her family had frequently par- 
teken of the corned beef without experien- 
cing aby ill effects. Georgina 
Gibson, daughter of the last wit- 
ness, said she accompanied the deceased to 
buy the corned beef. A conical shaped tin 
containing a portion of the m2at was produc: 
ed, and the witness recognized it as the same 
from which the portion wastaken. Witness, 
in the course of examination, said that they 
were all sick after eating the meat. Dr. John 
Wilson Moore, of West Ferry Road, stated 
that he found deceased laboriag under all the 
symptoms of an irritant poison. She died in 
about halfan bourafier his visit. He had 
made a post moriem examination. The brain 
was very much congested and the stomach 
was much inflamed. The cause of death, in 
his opinion, was due to some irritant poison. 
He bad examined the tin containing the 
‘corned beef’’ in question, and come to the 
conclusion that a vortion of the tia had got 
absorbed by the meat, and that a dead sub- 
stance, known‘as hydro-chloride of zinc, was 
thus caused. It was supposed that in solder- 
ing the tins containing the meat, which 
was imported from America, spirits of salt 
were used. The Coroner,in summing up, 
said that, lamentable as was the case, no 
blame could be attached to the vender of the 
corned beef, which was conveyed to him, ac- 
cordingto the brand, from America. The 
jurv returned a verdict ef ‘* Death by misad- 
venture.” 


Horse-Meat as Food: 
From the Parisian. 


Some very interesting statistics have been 
published by the society for promoting the 
use of horse-flesh and the flesh of asses and 
mules as food, showing how steadily the con- 
sumption of these articles of diet has been 
increasing Paris and the Provinces since 
the foundation of the societv in 1866. The 
weight bas increased from 171,300 pounds in 
1866, to 1,982,620 pounds in 1879. In the prin- 
cipal cities of the Provinces the consump- 
tion of horse-flesh may be con- 
sidered to bave fairly taken root. At Mar- 
seilles, ia 18,0, there were 599 horses eaten; 
1,001 in 1875, and 1,588 in 1878. At Naney, 
155 in 1873, over 550 tn 1876, and 705 in 1878. 
At Rheims 291 in 1874, 423 in 1876, and 384 in 
1878. At Lyons 1,839 m 1873, and 1,313 in 
1875. In both the latter cases some diflicul- 
ties had been thrown in the way by the town 
authorities, as was the case recently at Cha- 
Jons-sur-Marne, where the Mayor fixed the 
price of the howse- flesh ata higher rate than 
that of beef. The average price of horse- 
meat is from twenty-five to thirty cents per 
pound. Each horse furnishes about 200 kil- 
cgrammes (400 weight) of meat, which is 
capable of being prepared in many by no 
means unappetizing ways, such as pot-au- 
feu, boiled, roast, hashed, haricot, jugged, 
filet, etc. 


Emigration from Germany. 

Berlin Dispatch to the London Times. 
Formulas and instructions have been is- 
sued to all the German Governments and Su- 
preme Presidents forthe uniform taking of 
the census on the Ist of December next. The 
result will probably be surprising. Emigra- 
tion from the Fatherland is going on apace. 
In the month of September of this year alone 
6,622 persons were registered as having 
passed out ofthe Empire (toward America,

TUG OF WAR. 


A New Fashionabie Game for Idle New 
Yorkers. 
From the New York World. 


The chief amusement for the Saturday 

afternoon visitors at the Polo Grounds—and 
each week the number of visitors is increas- 
ing—was yesterday furnished by two dozen 
tailors, picked mcrews of fourfrom halfa 
dozen of the ocean steamers nowin port, 
wbo, stimulated by a prize of $40 held out to 
the suecessful four, threw their burly forms 
prone upon the loose dirtina series of as 
desperate “‘tugs-of-war’’ as bas recently been 
seen in this or any other arena. For the ben- 
efit of those who are not *“‘up” m such mat- 
ters it may be said that the nature of a “‘tug- 
of-war’’ is very imperfectly indicated by its 
name. The attitude assumed by the partici- 
pants, which 13 in appearance, though not in 
truth, one of extreme indoience, together 
with the fact that the rival tuggers are separ- 
ated by many feet of strong rope, deprives 
the contest of all belligerent aspects, and not 
infrequently gives the ignorant spectator an 
impression that the contestants have gone to 
sleep. Suchrather is the ‘*tug-of-war” as 
ordinarily exhibited, it being a commonly- 
adopted practice amorg expert tuggers to 
lie inthe dirt with serenesmiles upon their 
features and no oiber outward manifestations 
of life. The ocean steamship seamen proved 
to be lamentably ignorant of the first princi- 
plesofthe game. Four sturdy mariners with 
legs like butter-tubs, Searing the word “In- 
man’’ acrossthefromts of their blueshirts, 
caught hold of one end ofthe rope and the 
same nupber of yellow haircd seamen from a 
ship of the North German Lioyd’s line took a 
grip upon the o:herend. Mr. Jasper Good- 
win, who had been chosen referee, fired a pis- 
tol.

A MARYLAND TRAGEDY. 


Picket Family Disturbed—, 
Spartan Mother. 


Baltimore Cor. Chicago Times, 


A special from New Windsor, Md., gay, 
Mitton Picket, aged 53, living in Carry) 
county, was shot on Tuesday morning |ast} 
Luther Picket, of the same neighborhoog 
avd died on Thursday night. The ‘Times ¢o,' 
respondent yesterday arrived at the scene 
scon after the verdict of the jury was reag 
which was as follows: . 

“Milton Picket cameto his death on thp 
evening of October 14 from a ball fired from 
a revolver beld im the hands of Luther Pjgke, 
on the morning of October 12.’’ 

About four vearsago Milton Picket, with 
his wife, Martba K., his daughter, about 17 
years of age, and a young son, moved to the 
place. <A short time after this Luther Pickey 
second cousin to the girl Martha, moved int. 
the neighborhood, and took charge of a farm 
belonging to his widowed mother. He soog 
commenced paying attention to Martha, 
which continued for several! years. Eventual. 
ly an engagement of marriage was made be. 
tweenthem. This was the beginning of the 
trouble. Underthe promise of marriage he 
accomplished the giri’s ruin. Her condition 
became known, «nd she,with her parents, wag 
anxicus for the marriage to take pdace, 
Lut young Picket, offering pretext after pre. 
text as a ground of Celay, succeeded in post. 
poning the marriage. About two weeks be. 
fore her confinement he called to see her, and 
again renewed his promise to marry her at 
once. He then left her, and Martha never 
saw him again until the dav of the shooting, 
A child was born on the 12th day of Aprij 
last. During that interval the father ang 
daughter repeatediy sent word to voung 
Picket to return and fulfill his promise, to 
which he paid no attention. At last the girl, 
frerzied with her grief, determined to force 
matters. Last Tuesday morning, accom- 
tavied by her father, she went to a fiei¢ 
where Lutber was, and met him close to the 
femce. The girl bad a five-barreled Smith & 
Wesson revolver, and her father had m his 

ocket an old revolver which had not been 

ischarged for nearlyayear. As they met 
the father said: ‘*Luther, we have come now 
to see if you will go with us to the house. 
Will you??? His reply was: ‘*I won’t,”’ 
At once the shooting commenced. 
Martba’s revolver had been emptied of its 
centents, fired in all directions, she turned to 
ber father, whe had not taken his pistol from 
his pocket, but who was beating a hasty re- 
treat. During this time, Picket was firing 
at the retreating Man. and as he was 
scaling the fence, the fatal bullet struck 
bim mm the back, about three inches to tbe 
right of the spinal column, passing through 
the abdomen and lodging near the surface, 
abcut two and ahaifinches above the tnnbili- 
cus. The unfortunate man was conveyed to 
his bome, and medical aid summoned. Dr. 
Aldridge found the ball, and removed it, but 
his skili was of no avail. When the Doctor 
toid him he could not live, he said: ‘*Weil, 
Luther shot me. 1 weat with my girl to pro- 
tect her, but was shot.”?, He said, further, 
that be never fired at all, and that Luther had 
fired the first shot. Thetestimony scems to 
have established the fact that the shooting 
was over before the victim reached the fence. 
Thisis the girl’s story. The general im- 
pression among thcse assembled seems to be 
that young Picket, who hud escaped, would 
notreturn. Whenthe Times correspondent 
eniered the room where the dead man lay,the 
sight wasenougk to sicken the stoutest 
heart.Everythipge betokened poverty and con- 
fusion. ‘The room was small, the ceiliar lov, 
bed all tumbled in a heap, and the ghastly re- 
inains cfthe murdered nian stretched out oa 
atuble with no clothing buta pair of blue 
steckings and a bloody shirt covering bis dis- 
figured body, and hiding the evidence of the 
post mortem. Muss Picket is a pleasant girl, 
reddish hair, light complexion, regular feat- 
ures, ard a bright, expressive eye, with in- 
telligence above her station. She is smail 
and delicate -'ooking, but always on the alert, 
soasnotto commit herself. ‘When asked 
whether she only intended to scare or shoot 
young Picket, she promptly replied: **That’s 
my bustness.’’ All, however, agree tbat if 
she could not succeed in gaining his consent 
10 aspeedy marriage, it was her intention to 
shoot him. The mother of the girl remarked: 
‘‘Ifthe men will not protect the women, they 
must protect themselves.”

SHERMAN—HAMPTON. 

For years it has been the settled policy 
of Republican statesmen in Washington to 
force representative Southern men into 
the tighting attitude. Since Brooks caned 
Sumner and Pryor had his little bout with 
Potter, the road to favor in Republican 
circles has the back track witha 
Southern man in pursuit. The gentleman 
who could exhibit in a Northern State the 
marks of a Southern man’s cane was ele- 
vated to instant martyrdom, and two years 
ago Mr. Conkling was really radiant with 
the thought that he had Soaded Senator 
Lamar into sending him achallenge. The 
slightest resistance of the impetuous South- 
erner and his too ready hint at personal 
responsibility has been for twenty years 
the signal for setting New England ablaze 
with indignation over alleged ‘‘plantation 
manners:’’? though when Pig Iron Kelley 
and a Republican colleague stand up in the 
Iiouse and brand each other as liars and 
curs, the incident attracts no attention, be- 
cause the country understands that this is 
but a specimen of Northern exuberance and 
is to be taken in a Pickwickian sense. 

Mr. John Sherman, the friend of Mrs. 
Jenks and Eliza Pinkston, and the hero of 
the Electoral Fraud of 1876, has been going 
about, like Lawyer Meddle, for several 
years with his coat-tail parted, inviting a 
Southern boot-toe.

Hampton’s first letter 
was dated at Dagger Springs, Virginia—a 
name suggestive of gore and disaster. His 
second was dated at Charlottesville, Vir- 
ginia, and was to this tenor: 


Your letter has been receéved, and as you 
do not disclaim the Janguage to which I 
called your attention, I have only to say that 
in using it you uttered what was absolutely 
false, and what you knew to be false. My ad- 
dress will be Columbia, 8. C. I am your 
obedient servant. 


This was precisely what Sherman desired. 
Iie immediately rushed into print instead 
of apologizing to Mr. Hampton for his in- 
sulting language and called upon the coun- 
try to witness the spectacle of a loyal 
Secretary of the Treasury branded as a 
liar by an unrepentantrebel. The average 
Radical organ declares that Sherman has 
been challenged by the  blood-thirsty 
Southerner; but the average Radical organ 
is more or lessignorantofthe code. Hamp- 
ton has simply called Mr. Sherman aliar for 
persistently repeating an untruth, and if 
there is any “honah” to be maintained or 
any challenging to be done the, initiative 
will have to be taken by the bold Secretary. 
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which pervades the North that the average 
Southern man is a hot-blooded, dangerous 
fellow, and that the Southern statesman’s 
creed is the pistol and bowie-knife.

REMARKABLE SHOOTING. 


Nearly Five Hundred Ducks Bagged in 
Three Days by Six Men. 


One of the most remarkable performance: in 
the matter of duck shooting ever heard of in 
this section of the country was the baying of 
463 ducks at Dardenne Lake on Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday by six members of tlie 
Dardenne Hunting Club. Thegentiemen went 


up to the grounds of the club on Friday night. 
On Saturday the ducks began to arrive in great 
numbers, driven by the heavy storm of Fricay 
night, andthe Dardenue Lakes became 4 
sportsman’s paradise. 

Over six hundred of the fowl! were killed, of 
which 463 were retrieved. Of this numper 
410 were mallard ducks. Tiiomas T. Burtt 
and Mr. Joseph Card particularly distin- 
guishedthemselves. Mr. Curd lost a very tine 
retriever which was seized with cramps while 
in the water and died before assistanée could 
reachit. Mr. Card also shot a fine large Arctic 
goose, snow- white. witb the exception of biack 
tips upontbe wings. This was a most re- 
markable piece of luck, and as the bird 
is one Of rare beanty, and of ai kind not 
brougbt down once in many years, Mr. Card 
will have it mounted by ataxidermist. [nad- 
dition to the ducks the party baguved twenty: 
one jackenipe and three geese. They arrive 
in the city this morning loaded down with the 
spoilsof their sport, which they freely dis 
tributed among tbeir friends.

“HENRY HELLERY. 


The Veteran Barkeeper Dies Suddenly and 
Is Buried To-Day. 


Heury Hellery, perhaps better known a3 
*‘*‘Sazerc,’’ was buried trom his late resi- 
dence, No. 1615 Clark avenue, this afternoon 


at two o'clock, andthe remains of this cele- 
brated character were followed 
to Bellefontaine Ly an imposing cortege, 
nearly all of the barkeepers of the city turn- 
ing outto do honor tothis chief of their crafc. 
No man who ever ruled behind a bar 
was ass Weil and favorably known 
as Mr. lieilery. He was with- 
out question the most scientific mixer of 
drinks ever known inthis country. For many 
vears he was a steamboat bar- 
keeper, and while Owning unde at- 
tending to the bar on the Ruth, he 
also owned a halt dozen more. When the 
palmy days of the river began to wane, he 
went into business on Pine street, between 
Main and Sccond, and called the “resort 
** Sazerac.’”’ Iie subsequently moved to 
Main and Olive, and then to Olive street, be- 
teen Sixth and Seventh, where he had the 
largest retail liquor business ever couducted in 
St. Louis. for uianyv years. At one time Mr. 
Heliery was reputed to be very wealthy. His 
great specialties were lime punches,lemonades 
and bottled mint julenps, the latter of which 
pave been sent all over the worid. 
Pneumonia wasthe disease tnat carried him 
ott. A Wite and three children mourn his loss.

Chat With Some Gentlemen Di- 
rect from El Dorado. 


qghe Mines—The Trouble With the Utes 
and Its Origin. 


> 


Messrs. Geo. R. Cornwall, H. C. Cornwall 
snd Percy Ramsdun arrived at the Pianters’ 
House yesterday, registering from Ruby 
Camp, Gunnison county, Colorado. A Post- 
PISPATCIUL reporter met the gentlemen and 
had quite a iong talk concerning 


the famed Gunnison country and its 


untold wealth. About seventeen or eighteen 
months ago a few pioneers struck @ rick jead 
in the country, and the news spread like 
wildfire. Prospectors rushed inen Masse, 
some to succeed, and others to fiad their 
bright hopes of amassing a fortune crumble 
to dust like the soil into which they delved 
with their picks. Tbe gentlemen above 
alluded to, who are young men, were amon? 
the first to penetrate into the undiscovered 
country, and have remained there ever since. 
In speaking of Rubw Camp, Mr.Cornwail said: 
*“Abouta year ago Ruby Camp sonsisted af 
two or three Jog cabins. To-day it is laid out 
and atown of between five and six hundred 
jphabitants. with a good city governmentes- 
tablished. ’’ 

‘sHow are the mines out there’’’ was 
asked. e 

‘There are four mines of noteinour neigh- 
horhood, the Forest Queen, Kuby King, Lead 
Chief and Bullion King, which is now owned 
by Jack MGaverly, who paid $100,000 for 
it. The Forest Queen isthe 
beet by far, shipping about twenty 
tensaday. Ruby King gives about ten tons 
and the oiher two corabined furnish about 
the same amounts. These mines van out 
from 209 to 500 ounces tothe ton. Referring 
io Gunnison City, Mw. Cornwall said 
that it was destined to be a town of 
considerable consequence. Not much 
over one yenraco it was a lonely, deserted 
spot and now itisteeming with business en- 
terprise. civilization and wealth. Houses are 
being built there at a cost of $30,000 and over. 
Nextsprirg arailroad willreaco it and the 
height of prosperity will be attained. As 
an opinion obtains among a great many 
thatthe Indians are a littic too troublesome, 
and that the chances of losing one’s hair are 
somewbat too great to warrant the venture 
into the Dorado, Mr. Cornwall was ques- 
tioned on this subject andthe probabilities 
of another Ute uprising as shadowed 1n the 
telegraphic reports. Not lomg ago a trader 
named Jackson was killed by the Indians, the 
particulars of which have already been pub- 
lished. Tbe complications growing out of the 
murder are still unsettled, and Indian Agent 
Berry, Who was involved, appears to be in a 
disagreeable position, as shown by the dis- 
patches this morning. 

‘*Do vou know anything about Jackson’s 
murder’?’’ asked the reporter. 

‘IT know nothing of my own personal 
knowledge,and heard of it only when passing 
through Guonison. We reached there the day 
afier a posse was sent out to arrest Berry 
and Cline. According to the history of 
the case given us, the traders were 
camping when 4 body of Utes 
came up, and fired their pistols, most proba- 
bly to create a scare, but with no-intention of 
a fight. Jackson rushed behind one of the 
wagons, and, firing bis rifle, killed one of the 
Indians. The latter reported the 
matter, and Berry, cline and 
ene or two others arrested Jackson. They 
left camp to jail him, but came back shortly 
afterwards minus their prisoner. They said 
that they bad been overpowered by the In- 
dians, Who killed Jackson. Some time after- 
wards a Ute exhibited ascalp, which was said 
to be Jackson’s.?’ 

‘**Do you apprehend any danger fromthe 
pavages? 

“No. Weare well enough nxed now, any- 
fow, to repel their attacks if any are made. 
Last tear, When tne usual fall scare was 
started, the majonmity of the prospectors in 
our neighborhood left. leaving avout twenty- 
eight of us, who built a stockade, behind 
which we remained all winter. I really do 
not think there will be any serious trouble 
from the Indians. We are just on the edge of 
the reservation, and they could pounce down 
onus ina day, but there is little probability 
of them doing it. . Besides the snows are set- 
ting in and in ae short’ wiile the 
mountain passes aud guiches will be render- 
edimpassable. Ifthe Utes leave their reser- 
vationthev will most probably be blockaded 
by snow. They are peaceable enough as far 
asibave been able to judge,and generally 
appeor to be jolly sort sf fellows.”’ 

‘*Pid the fact of there 
a report of an upwising 
your departure?’
